RARE AND EXCEPTIONALLY FINE EARLY 17TH CENTURY STAR- 
SHAPED WATCH, parcel-gilt, by David Ramsay, signed “ David 
Ramsay, Scottes, me fecit’’, the movement is designed without 
a centre wheel and has a remarkably small balance wheel, on 
the raised gilt circle are the hours marked by a single diagonal 
pointer ; the case is elaborately chased, and signed by the 
engraver ‘‘ De Heck, Sculp’’, in the front with The Presentation, 
on the reverse with The Adoration of the Magi, the interior 
with The Annunciation and The Salutation, and, at the sides, 
with various animals, 142m. by 240n., the gold key of later date 2 


David Ramsay, 1590-1654, one of the finest of early makers, 
was the king’s Clockmaker in 1613 and, in 1618, became chief 
horologer. It was in Ramsay’s shop that the opening scenes of 
“ The Fortunes of Nigel ” are laid. An octagonal watch by 
David Ramsay is in the South Kensington Museum and another, 
oval, in the British Museum. 

It is interesting to note that this watch with the two apostle 
spoons which form lots 146 and 147 was discovered some eighty 
years ago secreted in a recess at Gawdy Hall, Norfolk, together 
with some papers relating to the troublous Cromwellian period. 
The watch was probably the property of Charles Gawdy, who, 
about 1650, mortgaged the estate to Tobias Frere, M.P. for 
Norwich under the Commonwealth, who afterwards seized it by 
sequestration and, after a regular siege, gained possession of 
Gawdy Hall. Perhaps in the confusion of that event the watch 
and spoons were hidden away.
